GRAND JURY 
INDICTMENTS 

The Bracken County 
Grand Jury handed down in¬ 
dictments on Rodney Lee My¬ 
ers on Thursday, March 15. 

The Grand Jury charges 
that on or about the period of 
March 6, 2009 through Febru¬ 
ary 29, 2012, Rodney Lee My¬ 
ers: (1) committed the offense 
of flagrant nonsupport when 
he knowingly and unlawfully 
failed to provide child sup¬ 
port for his minor child(ren) 
for which he was under a 
court order to do so. Said ar¬ 
rearages now total the sum of 
$7,535.48. (2) Committed the 
offense of being a persistent 
felony offender, second de¬ 
gree, when being more than 21 
years of age, he: (a) that prior 
to the period of March 6, 2009 
through February 29, 2012, he 
was convicted of flagrant non¬ 
support by final judgement of 
the Fleming Circuit Court un¬ 
der an indictment on or about 
May 14, 2008: and, (b) at the 
time of the commission of 
the offense identified under 
(a) of the count, he was over 
eighteen years of age; and, (c) 
that pursuant to the conviction 
under (a) of this count, he was 
sentenced to a term of impris¬ 
onment of one year or more; 
and, (d) that he was on parole 
for the previous felony offense 
during the period of March 
6, 2009 through February 29, 
2012, or he completed service 
on the prior felony conviction 
within 5 years of the period 
March 6, 2009 through Feb¬ 
ruary 29, 2012. The charge 
of flagrant nonsupport under 
count one is punishable by 1-5 
years imprisonment and count 
2 adds enhancement to the 
sentence if convicted.

He 
gets deeper and deeper into drug addiction, and has to cheat and 
steal to get the money to buy more. Soon his life is ruined; he’s a 
human wreck — entirely apart from the law. 

But now the law catches up with him and there is a new 
situation. He is taken to court and found guilty and sent to 
jail. This is the legal penalty for his crime, a crime which was 
destroying him anyway. So the Law is of no help to sinners; 
it only adds the just condemnation of sin to the natural — and 
deplorable — results of sin. 

How wonderful, then, to know that the death of Christ is 
so complete a solution to man’s twofold problem! Romans 5 
explains how Christ, at Calvary, came to our rescue, both in our 
helplessness and in the condemnation that spelled our doom. 

Ver. 6: "When we were yet without strength... Christ 
died for the ungodly." 

Ver. 8: "While we were yet sinners, Christ died for us."

Fraud Alert for 
People with Diabetes 

Criminals who plot to 
defraud the Government and 
steal money from the Amer¬ 
ican people have a new tar¬ 
get: people with diabetes. 

Although the pre¬ 
cise method may vary, the 
scheme generally involves 
someone pretending to be 
from the Government, a dia¬ 
betes association, or even 
Medicare, calling you. The 
caller offers “free” diabetic 
supplies, such as glucose 
meters, diabetic test strips, 
or lancets. The caller may 
also offer other supplies 
such as heating pads, lift 
seats, foot orthotics, or joint 
braces, in exchange for the 
beneficiaries’ Medicare or 
financial information, or 
confirmation of this type of 
personal information. Ad¬ 
ditionally, you may receive 
items in the mail that you 
did not order. 

The call is a scam. 

If you receive such a 
call, OIG recommends the 
following actions: 

1. Protect Your Medi¬ 
care and Other Personal In¬ 
formation 

Do not provide your 
Medicare number or other 
personal information. Be 
suspicious of anyone who 
offers free items or servic¬ 
es and then asks for your 
Medicare or financial infor¬ 
mation. These calls are not 
coming from Medicare, dia¬ 
betes associations, or other 
similar organizations. While 
the caller says the items are 
“free,” the items are still 
billed to Medicare. Once 
your Medicare information 
is in the hands of a dishon¬ 
est person or supplier, you 
are susceptible to further 
scams. Alert others about 
this scheme, and remind 
them not to provide strang¬ 
ers Medicare numbers or 
other personal information. 

2. Report the Call to 
Law Enforcement 

Report the call to the 
OIG Hotline at 1-800-HHS- 
TIPS or online at www.OIG. 
HHS.gov/fraud/hotline. As 
part of your report, provide 
the name of the company 
that called you, the compa¬ 
ny’s telephone number and 
address, and a summary of 
your conversation with the 
caller. 

3. Check Your Medicare 
Summary Notice and Medi¬ 
care Bills 

Check your Medicare 
Summary Notice and other 
medical information to see if 
you were charged for items 
you did not order or did 
not receive. Also, check for 
items that were billed mul¬ 
tiple times, such as glucose 
meters, diabetes test strips 
and lancets, and other sup¬ 
plies. Report any irregular 
activity to your health care 
provider and the OIG Hot¬ 
line at 1-800-HHS-TIPS or 
online at www.OIG.HHS. 
gov/fraud/hotline. 

4. Do Not Accept Items 
That You Did Not Order 

You are under no obli¬ 
gation to accept items that 
you did not order. Instead, 
you should refuse the de¬ 
livery and/or return to the 
sender. Keep a record of the 
sender’s name and the date 
you returned the item(s) to 
help OIG catch any future 
illegal billing.

Be Aware of Your Risk 
for Type 2 Diabetes

Anybody can develop 
diabetes, but some people 
are more at risk than others. 
For example, if you have a 
family history of diabetes, 
you are at increased risk 
for developing the disease, 
especially if a close fam¬ 
ily member-mother, father, 
brother, or sister-has diabe¬ 
tes. 

Some women are at 
risk for developing type 2 
diabetes because they were 
diagnosed with diabetes 
during a pregnancy. This is 
called gestational diabetes 
or GDM. If your mother 
had gestational diabetes 
when she was pregnant 
with you, you may be at an 
increased risk for becoming 
obese and developing type 
2 diabetes. 

Knowing your risk for 
type 2 diabetes is an impor¬ 
tant first step toward pre¬ 
venting or delaying the on¬ 
set of the disease. Find out 
your risk by taking the Dia¬ 
betes Risk Test at www. 
diabetes.org. 

In addition to a fam¬ 
ily history and a history of 
GDM, some other risk fac¬ 
tors for type 2 diabetes in¬ 
clude being: 

• 45 years of age or 
older 

• Overweight or obese 

• An African American 
or person of African Ances¬ 
try, Hispanic/Latino, Amer¬ 
ican Indian, Asian Ameri¬ 
can, or Pacific Islander 

While there are some 
risk factors that you can¬ 
not change, such as family 
history and age, there are 
risk factors associated with 
your lifestyle that you can 
change, such as being more 
physically active and main¬ 
taining a healthy weight. Be 
sure to talk with your health 
care provider and find out 
what you can do to lower 
your risk for developing 
type 2 diabetes. 

The good news is that 
people can prevent or delay 
the onset of type 2 diabetes 
by making lifestyle chang¬ 
es, such as losing a mod¬ 
est amount of weight (if 
overweight) by being more 
physically active and mak¬ 
ing healthy food choices. If 
you are overweight, create 
a lifestyle plan that includes 
losing a small amount of 
weight-5 to 7 percent (10 to 
14 pounds for a 200-pound 
person)-and being more 
physically active. 

Here are some simple 
steps you can take: 

• Make healthy food 


choices such as fruits and 
vegetables, fish, lean meats, 
poultry without skin, dry 
beans and peas, whole 
grains, and low-fat or skim 
milk and cheese. 

• Choose water to 
drink. 

• Eat smaller portions. 
Make half your plate veg¬ 
etables and/or fruits; one- 
fourth a whole grain, such 
as brown rice; and one- 
fourth a protein food, such 
as lean meat, poultry or 
fish, or dried beans. 

• Be active at least 30 
minutes, 5 days per week to 
help you bum calories and 
lose weight. You don’t have 
to get all your physical activ¬ 
ity at one time. Try getting 
some physical activity dur¬ 
ing the day in 10 minute ses¬ 
sions, 3 times a day. Choose 
something you enjoy. Ask 
family members to be active 
with you. 

• To help you reach your 
goals, write down all the 
foods you eat and drink and 
the number of minutes you 
are active. Review it each 
day.

USDA Announces 

Assistance to Rural 
Communities and 
Residents in Kentucky 
Affected by 
Recent Tornadoes 

Agriculture Secretary 
Tom Vilsack today 
announced comprehensive 
outreach efforts are underway 
to assess damage and assist 
rural Midwest and Southern 
communities in the wake of 
recent deadly storms. 

’’These storms struck the 
very heart of rural America,” 
said Vilsack. ’’USDAregional 
and local staff members 
are on the front lines, have 
worked each day since the 
storms hit, and for many it’s 
personal: they live and work 
alongside the victims. I’ve 
directed our expertise and 
resources be put to the fullest 
possible use.” 

The incident is now 
predicted to be the first 
billion-dollar disaster 

of 2012. The National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration’s current 
count of confirmed tornadoes 
from the March 2 outbreak 
stands at 42, with damage 
reported in Alabama, 
Georgia, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Mississippi, North Carolina, 
Ohio, South Carolina, 
Tennessee, Virginia and West 
Virginia. 

After the disaster, the 
USDA Food and Nutrition 
Service (FNS) approved 
Kentucky’s request to allow 
the use of Supplemental 
Nutrition Assistance 

Program (SNAP) benefits to 
purchase hot food items from 
authorized SNAP retailers in 
all Kentucky counties that 
have received or will receive 
a Presidential Disaster 
Declaration that includes 
individual assistance. FNS 
approved disaster-related 
waiver requests to extend 
the timeframe for SNAP 
households to report food 
loss for affected counties in 
Kentucky. 

The Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) reminds 
producers in storm damaged 
areas to document any losses 
or damage to their farm or 
their land in the event that 
funding becomes available 
which covers that loss. 

FSA also provides funds 
through the Emergency 
Loan Program (EM) to help 
producers recover from 
production and physical 
losses due to natural 
disasters. Producers in these 
counties will be eligible for 
these loans if the county is 
declared a Presidential or 


Secretarial disaster county. 
Emergency loan funds may 
be used to restore or replace 
essential property; pay all 
or part of production costs 
associated with the disaster 
year; pay essential family 
living expenses; reorganize 
the farming operation; and 
refinance certain debts. 

The FSA Emergency 
Conservation Program 
(ECP) provides emergency 
funding and technical 
assistance for farmers and 
ranchers to rehabilitate 
farmland damaged by 
natural disasters and for 
carrying out emergency 
water conservation measures 
in periods of severe drought. 
Subject to the availability of 
funding, ECP can be used to 
assist with debris removal, 
fence repair and replacement, 
and repairing damaged 
farmland. 

Producers affected by the 
disaster should contact their 
local FSA office as soon as 
possible to report their losses 
and damage. Photographs 
should be taken of any 
damage, if work must be 
completed prior to reporting 
loss or damage to the FSA 
office.

P.T. Cook Fall of 1864 
Civil War Diary 



Eastern tent caterpillar egg hatch 
under way early in Central KY 

By: Holly Wiemers 


University of Kentucky 
experts report that eastern 
tent caterpillar eggs have 
begun hatching well ahead 
of last year and expect the 
egg hatch to be completed in 
Central Kentucky by the first 
full week of March. 

According to Lee 
Townsend, UK College of 
Agriculture entomologist, 
populations have been spo¬ 
radic during the last few 
years, with pockets of in¬ 
creased populations in some 
areas. 

He estimated that Cen¬ 
tral Kentucky is seven to 10 
days away from being able to 
see distinct tents in trees with 
live larvae. 

Townsend urged horse 
farms to check wild cherry 
and related trees for eastern 
tent caterpillar activity to 
determine whether manage¬ 
ment is necessary. If control 
measures are needed to re¬ 
duce numbers, steps should 
be taken before the caterpil¬ 
lars leave their trees. 

“The small caterpillars 
will stay near the egg mass 
for a short time before mov¬ 
ing to feed on expanding 
leaves,” Townsend said. 

“Eastern tent caterpillars 
grow and develop as long as 
the temperature is above 37 
degrees; the warmer it is, the 
faster they will grow. Cold 
temperatures will slow them 
down, but the tent and the 
general cold hardiness of the 
species will keep them from 
being affected drastically, 
even if temperatures drop 
below freezing at night,” he 
added. 

Controlling eastern tent 
caterpillars is vital to area 
horse farms, as UK research 
has proven the caterpillars 
caused outbreaks of Mare 
Reproductive Loss Syn¬ 
drome, which can cause late- 
term foal losses, early- and 
late-term fetal losses and

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weak foals. 

During the 2001-2002 
MRLS outbreak, an estimat¬ 
ed 30 percent of that year’s 
Thoroughbred foal crop was 
lost. The state suffered an 
economic loss of approxi¬ 
mately $336 million in all 
breeds of horses. 

UK researchers con¬ 
ducted epidemiological and 
field studies, which demon¬ 
strated that MRLS was as¬ 
sociated with unprecedented 
populations of eastern tent 
caterpillars on Kentucky 
horse farms. Studies since 
the 2001-2002 outbreak sub¬ 
sequently have revealed that 
horses will inadvertently eat 
the caterpillars, and the cat¬ 
erpillar hairs embed into the 
lining of the alimentary tract. 
Once that protective barrier 
is breached, normal alimen¬ 
tary tract bacteria may gain 
access to and reproduce in 
sites with reduced immunity, 
such as the fetus and placen¬ 
ta. Fetal death from these ali¬ 
mentary tract bacteria is the 
hallmark of MRLS. 

UK entomologists rec¬ 
ommend that unless horse 
farm managers have been ag¬ 
gressive in managing eastern 
tent caterpillars, or removing 
host trees, they should keep 
pregnant mares out of pas¬ 
tures bordered by cherry trees 
for the next several weeks. 

Townsend offered the 
following recommendations 
for controlling moderate to 
large caterpillar populations 
if horses cannot be moved to 
avoid possible exposure. 

“Foliar sprays for cater¬ 
pillar control can be made 
when tents are about the size 
of a baseball. Another option 
is the injection of trees with a 
systemic insecticide by com¬ 
mercial pesticide applicators 
or arborists. Regardless of 
the treatment used, it is im¬ 
portant to revisit the sites in 
about five days to assess cat¬ 
erpillar activity,” he said.

This article brings us to 
the fall of 1864 when R T. 
Cook left Camp Dennison 
for Cincinnati and his foray 
into battle during the Civil 
War. 

October 11, 1864 - We 
vote (Presidential election) 
in Camp Dennison and in the 
evening take cars (rail) for 
Cincinnati. 

October 12, 1864 - Take 
boat for Louisville on the 
13 th , leave boat and go to bar¬ 
racks. On the 14 th , take cars 
for Nashville, arrive there the 
following day. Go to the cel¬ 
ebrated Zollicoffer barracks, 
remain there till the 17 th at 
which time we take cars and 
go to Columbia, Tennessee. 
On the 18 th we pitch our tents 
in Camp McCoy, one half 
mile east of Columbia, Ten¬ 
nessee. We remain at Camp 
McCoy till October 25, 
when a squad of us, the Lo¬ 
cust Ridge boys and myself, 
go twenty-seven miles south 
on railroad to Pulaski, Ten¬ 
nessee. Stopping at Block 
House No. 17 where we have 
a bridge to guard, at which 
place I had a spell of jaun¬ 
dice (Editor’s note: Jaundice 
is a yellowing of the white 
portion of the eyes and skin, 
possibly caused by hepatitis.) 
which began November 1 st 
and continued three weeks. 
During the time we were 
here it rained straight down 
nearly four days, at which 
time it turned cold and began 
to snow. The next morning 
the ground was frozen one 
inch deep. 

November 23, 1864 - We 
prepare to evacuate. 

November 24, 1864 

- We march toward Colum¬ 
bia, stopping just outside the 
city. 

November 25, 1864 - 
Move inside city. 

November 26,1864 - De¬ 
tailed as a guard with others 
for sixty prisoners. The regi¬ 
ment is sustaining us. At 10 
o’clock at night, we march 
out of Columbia, down the 
Duck River a mile or two 
farther and go into camp near 
Rutherford’s Creek. 

November 27, 1864 - 
The roads were so muddy 
that it ran over the top of our 
boots one time and near the 
top often. 

November 28, 1864 - 
Break camp and marching 
both. In a little way, I became 
so tired that I threw away my 


knapsack, containing all my 
clothes, save what I had on 
and my blanket. About noon 
we arrived at Thompson’s 
Station and went into camp. 
At night we put the prisoners 
in a little church and guarded 
them. When off duty, I wrap 
my blanket around me and 
sleep under a blanket. 

November 29, 1864 - Af¬ 
ter dinner Forest’s Cavalry 
appear on our right, make a 
dash and drive us back near 
Spring Hill. They get the 
sixty prisoners and take a 
few of our men prisoners. 
In the run I lost my blanket 
and haversack. Forest’s men 
kill thirty-six mules, burn six 
wagons and kill a few refu¬ 
gees. At night I turn the cape 
of my overcoat over my head 
and lay down in the mud in 
a corn field to sleep without 
any supper. During the night, 
I was aroused twice, once to 
be given 36 rounds of ammu¬ 
nition and once to be given 
three crackers. 

The next article will be¬ 
gin with action near Frank¬ 
lin, Tennessee, where at sun 
down a major battle com¬ 
menced.

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Coping with 
loss after a 
natural disaster

The storms and torna¬ 
does that tore across the 
state March 2 impacted the 
lives of many Kentuckians. 
As cleanup continues, many 
individuals are dealing with 
the loss of loved ones, their 
homes and valuable posses¬ 
sions. When people experi¬ 
ence loss, grief is a natural 
reaction. 

People move through 
grief in several stages includ¬ 
ing denial, anger, bargaining, 
depression and acceptance. 
After a natural disaster, for 
example, people may refuse 
to believe or accept the de¬ 
struction and devastation. 
Such denial helps to absorb 
the shock after the unex¬ 
pected and allows victims 
to collect themselves as they 
seek ways to cope. While 
some victims may continue 
to suppress feelings, others 
may experience anger, rage, 
resentment, disbelief and 
even envy. The emotions 
common to the anger stage 
help to buffer the pain and 
provide something concrete 
to channel or hold onto. 

After a disaster it is 
common to become lost in 
a maze of “If only...” or 
“What if... ” statements. 
Victims want life to return 
to life as it was, or they may 
dwell on the things that could 
have been and how wonder¬ 
ful life would have been if 
not for this unpleasant situ¬ 
ation. While such thoughts 
can reveal the impact of the 
disaster and help with accep¬ 
tance, these feelings can also 
lead to feelings of remorse 
and guilt and interfere with 
healing. To feel more in 
control of a situation, survi¬ 
vors may bargain or negoti¬ 
ate their way out of the hurt. 
For example, they may say, 
“God, if you get me through 
this, I will volunteer at the 
local homeless shelter.” In 
this regard, bargaining al¬ 
lows survivors to re-frame a 
crisis into more manageable 
terms, and it can help vic¬ 
tims cope with emotions. 

Overwhelming sadness 
is the most widely expe¬ 
rienced symptom of grief. 
During the depression stage, 
victims will shed tears and 
even feel emotionally un¬ 
stable. They may experi¬ 
ence changes in energy, 
eating or sleeping patterns, 
moodiness or irritability, or 
feelings of helplessness and 
hopelessness. These depres¬ 
sive symptoms are normal 
responses to loss and neces¬ 
sary steps in the healing pro¬ 
cess. The intensity of these 
emotions should lessen with 
time. 

Also with time, victims 
learn to accept and deal with

the reality of their situation. 
While acceptance does not 
necessarily mean instant 
happiness, it does mean that 
survivors will find a way to 
move forward and maybe 
even grow stronger from the 
experience. 

Victims of Kentucky’s 
latest natural disasters will 
likely experience each of the 
grief stages, but they may 
not go through these stages 
in any particular order and 
may experience more than 
one stage at a time. Friends 
and family may experience 
different grief emotions at 
the same time which can add 
stress to relationships and 
hinder one’s ability to appro¬ 
priately help someone cope 
with loss. By being familiar 
with the grieving process, 
victims and their loved ones 
can better understand indi¬ 
vidual grief and recognize 
that the intensity of emotions 
during these times are about 
the loss that just occurred, 
rather than the relationship. 

Many people who have 
trouble coping with loss need 
help, but don’t reach out for 
it. In these cases as friends,

neighbors or a family mem¬ 
ber, it is important to be as¬ 
sertive in freely providing 
help. There are several ways 
to show care and concern in 
a time of loss: 

• Provide affection. Af¬ 
fection and small deeds, 
such as a hug or kind words 
can go a long way and are 
appreciated more than peo¬ 
ple realize. 

• Help people accept 
help. Offer to do specific 
things versus asking what 
can be done. 

• Assist with seeking so¬ 
lutions and resources needed 
for coping. 

• Lend a hand with daily 
life routines, such as meal 
preparation or child or pet 
care. 

• Encourage dialogue. 
Talking can clear the way 
for people to confront their 
emotions. 

• Listen. When listening, 
don’t interrupt, offer advice 
or pass judgment. 

• Encourage. Encour¬ 
agement is important when 
helping people cope with 
loss.
